IN DIXON ADVERTISED 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Grea t News Assn. To da y 
Ca rried Sto ry o f Lo ­ 
ca l Business. 


The Associated Press today carried 
the following story of the clanuning 
industry in and n ear Dix on: 
Apart 
from 
the 
usual 
finds 
of 
pearls, the clamming industry at fa ­ 
v orable points in the Mississippi Val­ 
ley is prosperin g 
this 
y ear. 
Pearls 
are the clammers sideline. 
Ills main 
concern is digging shells from which 
button s are made. 
The largest single shipment to date 
this y ear from Dix on was three c a r­ 
loads. some 150 tons of shells, which 
were dug from the bed of the riv er 
within a radius of half a mile. 
They 
wont to a firm at LaL’rosse, Wis. The 
buy er paid $70 a ton, which la the 
highest price y et receiv ed by the dig­ 
gers, an d the three cars represented 
$10,000 worth of shells. 
Many other clammers 
hav e 
been 
holding their shells for higher prices. 
Since this shipment was made shells 
hav e gone to $80 a ton. 
Along tho shores and man y of its 
tributary riv ers may he found n um er­ 
ous clam mers’ 
outilts which v ary 
somewhat in 
design, 
although 
all 
serv e the same purpose. 
A 
ty pical 
outfit consist of a flat bottomed boat 
on either side of which is a rod six ­ 
teen feet long. 
Suspended from this 
ire chains with six four-pron g hooks 
jn each chain, in all 600 hooks. 
One bar at a tim e is lowered and 
dragged along 
the 
riv er bed, 
thus 
catching the partly open clam shell. 
Muddy water affords the best results, 
x s the clams there open their shells 
for feeding an d can be the more eas­ 
ily caught. 
Spring and early summer are 
the 
best seasons for the 
work, 
as 
the 
spring 
freshets 
disturb 
the 
water 
makin g it muddy . 
Later in the sea­ 
son as the w ater 
becomes 
cool 
the 
clams bury themselv es in 
the 
mud. 
The industry Is protected by the game 
and fish laws, the season opening le­ 
gally Jun e second, and closing De­ 
ember first. 
Clams breed in August 
and 
are 
v - ry prolific. 
The mother weav es a 
sort of web aroun d herself and y oung, 
u. 
when caught 
on 
the 
claming 
hooks as m an y as fifty or sev en ty - 
fiv e y oung are often found attached 
to her. while man y others are lost in 
ho catching. 
The workers's 
outfit 
Includes 
as 
stov e of some sort, the clams being 
boiled for an hour after 
they 
hav e 


been brought to shore. This opens the 
shell and enables the fisherman to re­ 
mov e the clam. 
One by one he goes 
through his catch discarding the meat 
which can be fed to swine or used for 
fish bait. 
Each ehell opened 
may 
bring 
a 
large reward for man y beautiful and 
v aluable pearls hav e been found 
in 
this way . 
As the clammer run s his 
thumb tiiong the fleshy muscle of the 
mollusk he may find big pay for his 
day 's work. 
This summer on Hock

hero an eight-hun dred and fifty dol­ 
lar poarl was found, also one which 
brotight one hundred and thirty dol­ 
lars beside« man y of lesser v alue.
